DR. PAULSSEN IS 
SCOUT SPEAKER 
AT NEW OXFORD 


T he problem s of th e present day 
youth, particularly young people be­ 
tween lo and 18 years of age, were 
outlined Tuesday evening by Dr. 
B ertha Paulssen of th e G ettysburg 
L utheran Theological sem inary fac­ 
ulty a t the m eeting of the “U niver­ 
sity of Scouting" held a t New Ox­ 
ford. 
Pointing out th a t “present day 
youth needs understanding and not 
condem nation from th eir parents," 
Doctor Paulssen urged parents to 
“rem em ber the problem s we had to 
face In our own youth and our own 
difficulties of adjustm ent in order 
to appreciate the problem s of our 
children. 
“Too m any p aren ts expect the 
school to take care of all of the 
needs of the child," Doctor Paulssen 
declared, “but due to crowded condi­ 
tions and lack of sufficient good 
teachers this is impossible. Little 
has been done to provide recreation­ 
al facilities and program s for the 
15- to 18-year-old group. Lack of 
leadership for this age group Ls our 
biggest problem. 
Urges M ore Responsibilities 
“W hat recreational facilities there 
are are m ostly of the passive com ­ 
mercial type such as movies, and 
spectator gam es which only provide 
an escape from em ptiness. Children 
of this age need active participa­ 
tion in group life, such as outdoor 
games, contests, hiking and cam p­ 
ing." 
She pointed out th a t the Boy 
Scout m ovem ent had “a great op­ 
portunity in serving th e young men 
by providing, through cam ping and 
such activities, an opportunity for 
the child to face real life problems 
and situations.” She urged th a t the 
‘Ttoy Scouts be given m ore responsi­ 
bilities and tasks th a t are difficult.

We are better discoverers 
In m ature life than In youth. The 
youth, having not yet lived, says 
he needs no such light. Later on 
he learns th at it is essential equip­

Our hurrahs are to the veteran, 
for he holds the lamp of experience 
high. It has guided him to every 
victory. 
Said Patrick Henry: "I have but 
one lamp by which my feet arc 
guided, and th a t is the lamp of 
experience. I know of no way of 
Judging of the future but by the 
past."
